BELIEVES 
PROPOSALS WILL FAIL 


Anarchy 
and 
Calamity 
Will 
Follow. 
. 


Moral 
Duty Forbids Abandonment 
of Crete Appeal to Gener-- 
oslty of Powers. 


ATHENS, 
March 
8. 
The 
reply 
of 
Greece to the powers was finally drafted 
this 
morning, 
and sent to the foreign 
legations 
this 
afternoon. 
The 
Cabinet 
sat all night in council, the Ministers not 
returning to their homes until after day 
break today. 
The reply after acknowl 
edging the receipt 
of the identical 
notes 
of the powers, and recognizing 
the-e- 
treme 
gravity 
of 
the 
possible 
results 
bound 
up in the situation, 
proceeds 
as 
follows: 
"The Government 
of His Majesty, 
King 
George, having 
examined 
with 
the clos 
est 
attention 
the 
points 
whereon 
the 
great powers are agreed, 
believes it ade 
quate 
to submit 
to the powers its own 
opinion 
on the 
measures 
proposed 
by 
them, 
an opinion which 
i3 the outcome 
of long experience and profound 
knowl- 
edge of the Cretan 
situation. 
"Moved 
profoundly 
by the sentiments 
animating the 
powers and their 
solici- 
tude for the general 
peace, 
the Greek 
Government 
will not fall in its duty, 
be- 
cause Greece also has an ardent desire to 
contribute 
to the maintenance 
of peace 
and to preserve 
from complete ruin 
the 
islanders 
so long and sorely tried and so 
often decimated. 
"We believe that the proposals will 
un- 
fortunately fail to respond to the nobler 
intentions 
which 
Inspired 
it 
and 
will 
suffer 
the same fate as many 
previous 
unsuccessful 
evperiments 
in Crete." 
The report then refers to six previous 
insurrections 
In 
Crete 
and argues 
the 
unlikelihood 
that 
the 
present 
proposals 
of powers will terminate a state of 
rev- 
olution. 
It continues: 
"Anarchy 
will ravage the country, 
fire 
and sword in the hands 
of blind 
fanat-is- 
m 
will decimate 
a people who 
do not 
deserve such a fate. 
In the face of such 
a prospect 
our responsibility 
would 
be 
enormous 
if we failed earnestly to urge 
the powers to restore 
to Crete what she 
already had at the time of the 
enfran- 
chisement 
of the other Greek 
provinces 
and. to hand her back to Greece, to whom 
she has properly belonged since Capo 
as 
was President. 
"In the presence 
of the recent 
scenes 
of massacre 
and pillage, 
the burning 
of 
Canea and the frightful anguish 
of the 
Cretans 
exposed to and menaced by the 
boundless 
fury of the Mussulmans, 
our 
whole country was torn with remorse for 
Its own responsibility. 
It assumed 
last 
year to 
persuade 
the 
Cretans 
to lay 
uown tneir 
arms, 
uut tne 
misiortunes 
which followed forbids us again to under- 
take such a task. 
Even had we attempt- 
ed our voice would 
have 
been 
only a 
feeble echo and would not have reached 
the Cretan 
people. 
"As autonomy 
would 
fulfill the noble 
aim of the powers, 
it is obvious what 
must 
ue tne situation ot tne unnappy 
island 
from 
today 
until 
the 
establish 
ment 
of the 
autonomy. 
If the powers 
persevere 
in their decisions 
in the 
face 
of the foregoing views, then in the name 
of humanity, 
as well as in the interest 
of Crete, the pacifying 
of which 
is the 
unique object of solicitude of the powers, 
we do not hesitate to appeal to them on 
the subject 
of another measure 
proposed 
uy tnem, namely tne recall oi our troops. 
"Indeed, if the presence 
of the foreign 
squadrons, 
and the conviction that they 
prevent the landing 
of Turkish 
troops 
are deemed 
to 
render 
unnecessary 
the 
presence of the Greek fleet in Cretan 
wa- 
ters, the presence 
of the Greek Army In 
Crete is nevertheless 
shown to be desir 
able alike from sentiments 
of humanity 
and in the interests of a definite restora 
tion of order. 
"Dutv forbids 
us to abandon 
the Cre 
tans to the mercy of Mussulman 
fanat- 
icism and to the Turkish 
army, 
which 
always 
deliberately 
and Intentionally 
has 
shared 
In the aggressive acts of the pop- 
ulace against the Christians. 
Moreover, 
if onr own troops, which are worthy 
the 
fullest confidenco of the powers, had re- 
ceived a mandate to pacify 
the 
island, 
their desires 
and intentions 
would have 
been 
promptly 
received 
with 
the most 
perfect satisfaction. 
"Then, 
order being restored. 
It would 
be possible 
to ascertain the freely 
ex- 
pressed 
desire of the Cretans 
for a 
de- 
cision 
as 
to their 
fate. 
The 
sorrows 
which have regularly recurred 
In Crete 
for many 
decades 
not 
only 
profoundly 
agitate the Hellenic people, but interrupt 
also all social activity and gravely 
dis- 
turb 
our 
domestic 
economy 
and 
the 
finances of State. 
"Even if we admit the possibility of for- 
getting for a single 
instant 
our com 
munity with the Cretalns In religion, race 
and blood, 
we could, not in silence allow 
the 
great 
powers 
to 
assume 
that 
the 
Greek State lb able longer to resist such 
shocks. 
"Therefore, 
we appeal 
to the generous 
sentiments 
animating 
the 
powers, 
and 
we beg them 
to permit 
the Cretan 
peo- 
ple themselves 
to declare 
how they 
de- 
sire to be governed." 


POWERS 
ARE 
PLEASED. 
Possibility That IvIiik Geome Will Com- 
promise. 
LONDON, March

The reply 
to the 
Identical' notes 
of the powers, 
delivered 
at Athens on Tuesday last, insisting upon 
the withdrawal 
of the Greek troops .from 
Crete and of the Greek fleet from Cretan

Administration. 
WASHINGTON,

Probably 
. never 
before 
in American 
history 
has 
an 
administration 
been 
obliged to face at the very beginning 
of its assumption 
of power so many 
questions affecting 
the 
foreign 
rela- 
tions of the United tSates as confront 
President 
McKinley and his premier, 
Secretary Sherman. 
The foremost and of the greatest 
in- 
terest to the people of the United States 
is the subject of our relations towards 
Cuba. 
For over two years' the insur- 
rection has gone, and from the confus- 
ion of the reports that reach the 
de- 
partment 
of state it is not possible to 
accurately and surely ascertain the ex- 
act conditions of this struggle. 
It is 
understood to be the policy of the new 
administration 
to deal with this matter 
deliberately, 
and not to undertake 
to 
depart 
from the policy 
with which it 
has so far been treated until more im 
portant 
international 
affairs 
are 
ad 
justed. 
. One of the issues carried over from 
the 
Harrison 
administration, 
but 
which now stands 
in very different 
shape to what it held then, is the sub 
ject of Hawaiian annexation. 
The citi 
zens of the little island republic will 
seek with the aid of powerful friends 
in tnd out of congress to induce the 
president 
to negotiate a new annexa- 
tion treaty at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 
With the mother country 
England 
our relations are so founded on rea- 
sonable and mutual consideration that 
there 
is no ground for apprehension 
on the subject pressing for the consi- 
deration of diplomatic agencies which 
will not yield in the end to the usual 
methods 
of treatment.

tunate for tho welfare of both countries 
as some of these' questions are of the

COMPETITION 
Line ot Steamers In Opposition to Or- 
iental nnd Occidental. 
The promoters of the San Francisco 
and Yokohama 
Transportation 
Com- 
pany in Japan seem to be meeting with 
considerable success, says the Victoria 
Times of February 9th. The Japanese 
Government has become 
Interested 
In 
the undertaking-- 
, and from present 
in- 
dications will lend its powerful aid. It 
is said that 100,000 
yen has already 
been subscribed by the organizers 
of 
the 
company. 
The 
principal 
stock- 
holders are 
wealthy 
Japanese 
mer- 
chants and shipowners. It Is proposed 
to operate two regular lines of 
trans-Pacif- ic 
steamers', carrying both freight 
and passengers. 
The vessels will run 
in direct opposition to the established 
lines ot the present British and Amer- 
ican steamers. 
One will be between 
Hong Kong and San Francisco, 
and 
the' other between Yokohama and San 
Francisco," 
calling 
at 
Honolulu 
and 
Vancouver on alternate trips. The com- 
pany received a charter from the Jap- 
anese Government, with the promise 
of a subsidy as soon as the line was in 


actual operation. 
The amount 
Is said 
to be such as will enable the company 
to carry freight 
and passengers at a 
much lower rate than now 
fixed 
by 
the Pacific Mall and the Occidental and 
Oriental Companies. It is announced 
that only 
first-cla- ss 
steamers 
will be 
used, and that they will be equal In 
accommodation to any vessels on the 


trans-Pacifi- 
c. 
They will be command- 
ed by British 
and American

er assistance is understood to be con 
temnlated. 
"The 
Central 
Relief Committee of 
India report that they can make bet 
ter and more prompt use of gifts of 
money than of contributions 
of grain, 
valuable 
as the latter are, to enable 
those 
now 
receiving 
relief 
to start 
afresh at the end of the famine, which 
is one of the avowed objects of the 
relief fund. 
Money 
is essential to the 
central 
local 
committees, 
on 
which 
' serve philanthropic 
men of all races 
and 
faiths, including 
American 
and 
European missionaries. 
They adminis- 
ter the funds, bestowing great person- 
al care and diligence in making 
the 
moneys received go as far as possible 
in relief and help, outside of the bare 
subsistence 
wage, or dole, which the 
Government is dispensing to those who 
would otherwise starve. 
In every fam- 
ine district there are a large number 
of respectable persons who fear losing 
caste and die rather than 
seek 
pub- 
licly 
for Government 
aid. 
To these 
help can only come through the relief 
committees, 
and great 
good 
lias ai 
ready been done In this direction since 
the committees were formed.

Second, that the proceed- 
ings regarding their right to land 
are wholly executive, and not ju- 
dicial under the law, and 
there- 
fore the Court will not review 
the decision 
of an executive 
of- 
ficer. In reaching this conclusion 
the Court follows the opinion of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. As the proper executive 
officer has decided that these 
im- 
migrants 
are 
not 
qualified 
to 
land, his decision is final. Third, 
it is held that the refusal of per- 
mission 
to laud is an executive 
act, and therefore, no formal 
no- 
tice to the immigrants of the de- 
cision is necessary. 
They cannot 
be discharged, 
because they have 
not been notified of the decision, 
and have not appealed. 
The 
de- 
cision of the Supreme 
Court 
is 
final, and we hope it is a wise 
one. From our own standpoint 
it seems to be almost necessary 
in order to preserve 
our distinct 
nationality. 
" 


An international question 
may 
arise out of the decision of the 
Court, that not 
until the immi- 
grants are landed and are 
resi- 
dents, 
are they entitled 
to the 
privilege of" counsel and of access 
Christian 
nations of 
--Europe 
have to the 
courts. 
Until residents, 
they have no rights. 
Art. IT of 
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the treaty with Japan 
provides 
that the Japanese shall have "the 
liberty 
freely 
and 
securely 
to 
come with their ships 
and 
car- 
goes" to Hawaii, "and they may 
remain 
and 
trade" 
there. 
The 
Court holds that rights under thju 
treaty 
are 
not 
acquired 
until 
there is a residence. 
The Japan- 
ese authorities will undoubtedly 
insist that the right to enter the 
Islands carries with it all the le- 
gal rights under the treaty, and 
that there 
is 
no 
provision 
by 
which the treaty 
is inoperative 
until 
the immigrant becomes a 
resident. 


It is hot quite clear 
how far 
the Court has, indirectly gone, in 
following 
the 
decisions 
of the 
Supreme 
Court 
of the 
United 
States, in holding that the legis- 
lative power 
maj 
override 
the 
obligation 
of treaties. 
The 
leg- 
islative 
power 
of 
the Federal 
Government 
forbid the humigrn-- 1 
tion 
of Chinese. 
This was 
con-trar- y 
to the existing treaty 
be 
tween 
the 
United 
States 
and 
China. 
The Supreme Court sus 
tained the authority of the legis 
lative branch to practically 
an- 
nul the treaty, under the sover 
eign power which a nation has, 
to protect itself. 
It may be noted that upon this 
decision the Executive branch at 
once 
negotiated 
a 
new 
treaty 
with the Chinese, by which the 
Americans 
were permitted to ex- 
clude the Chinese. 
If our Supreme 
Court has, 
in- 
directly, 
followed 
this decision, 
and in any way impaired the ob 
ligation of our tieaty Avith Japan, 
it may compel the Executive to 
ma Ice a new treaty with Japan,, 
so as to avoid serious misunder- 
standing. 
We 
believe that the 
Japanese 
Government 
will 
act 
strictly in accoi dance with inter 
national law in auv controversy.

TREATY 
LIMITATIONS. 


The bearing of the judgment of 
the Supreme 
Court, in the Taku 
case, on our 
international 
affairs 
should be well understood by the 
laymen. It is not the purpose of 
the Advertiser 
to call it in ques 
tion, but rather to put it in such 
a shape that it may he clearly 
un- 
derstood. The Court do'es not give 
at length its reasons for the 
con- 
clusions 
arrived 
at, 
owing, 
no 
doubt, 
to the need of au imme- 
diate decision. The lawyers would 
be glad to have had these reasons 
in detail, as the questions involved 
have not only a "local but also an 
international 
aspect. The 
neces 
sary 
brcvitiy 
of the 
decision 
therefore unfortunate. 
the Court holds that the treaty 
provisions with Japan and other 
countries are not in force, so far 
as 
judicial 
proceedings 
are "con 
cerned, until immigrants, 
or the 
persons of foreign birth have land 
ed here. 
ITere is probably an inter- 
national question. 
Have the Ha-- 
waiians no right, under the treaty, 
until they reach Japan? If a Ha 
waiian mercuant 
proposes 
to re 
side in Japan, and makes prepar 
ation accordingly, and sells out his 
property 
here, is he barred out 
from landing in Japan because he 
has not 'got a residence there? 
Can 
the Japanese 
Government 
say to 
him: 
You have no "rights" until 
you land? If one of the Japanese 
now in quarantine 
is robbed hy a 
native, what is his remedy? 
The 
.Court holds that he has no "rights" 
under the treaty until he is a resi- 
dent. 
But it also holds that he is 
not a resideiit until lie has been 
admitted to the country. 
We sug- 
gest these queries, in order to show 
how readily serious questions 
un- 
der international 
law may arise. 
We heartily desire that the decis- 
ion of the Court will stand good as 
international 
law. At 
the 
same 
time it Avill do us no harm to study 
on these questions. 
The decision of the Court that 
the treaty privileges do not operate 
until there is a landing, raises the 
broad question, when do the pri- 
vileges begin and where 
dp they 
end? We can decide that for our- 
selves, 
but 
neither 
the 'United 
States, or Great Britain, or Japan 
will consider themselves hound hy 
it, excepting so far as it has force 
of reasoning, and comes within the 
law of "amity" if it comes at all.

Cannot Change Decision 
of Collector General. 


Proceedings 
of Collector 
Are 
of 
Executive 
Nature 
Act Does 
Not Discriminate. 


(From Tuesday's Daily.) 
The habeas corpus case in the 
Su- 
preme Court attracted 
fully as much 
attention yesterday as on the first day. 
Again the Court room was filled with 
expectant 
Japanese, 
who 
patiently 
waited through the long morning for 
the Court to render 
a decision. 
But 
no decision was rendered 
yesterday. 
It will not be made known until 
10 
o'clock this morning when the Court 
will again convene. 
There was but one session of the 
Court yesterday on the case, the morn- 
ing session. 
Before adjourning at 12 
o'clock the Court announced that if it 
was pleasing to both parties, the next 
case, that of the 
Japanese-contrac- 
t 
la- 
borers, would be taken up at once, so 
that if one had any bearing 
on the 
other the Court might be able to come 
to a decision without asking for more 
testimony. 
Both sides agreed that the 
second 
case would be on exactly the 
same argument 
as the first, and the 
Court then decided 
that It nould be 
unnecessary to argue the second 
case. 
The first case Is the one just argued, 
that of the free laborers, 
who claim 
. they are not paupers. 
The second 
is 
similar, but there are concerned in it 
only the Japanese 
who showed 
con- -' 
tracts, claiming that on the strength 
of these contracts they had ability to 
maintain 
themselves for three years. 
The Government claims that the cases 
have been decided, and that the 
Co- 
llector General's decision is final. 
If the 
Court sustains their position, then the 
cases will be dismissed. If the Court 
decides 
against, 
their 
claims, 
then 
each case must 'be argued and testi- 
mony brought in. 
On the opening of the argument 
yes- 
terday 
morning, 
Minister 
Cooper 
in- 
sisted that Messrs. Kinney and Ballou 
show their authority to act for the Jap- 
anese confined in the quarantine 
build- 
ings. 
Mr. Kinney replied that, under 
the habeas corpus act, any one could 
apply in their behalf, and the,Judge 
who granted the writ must be assumed 
to have inquired into their authority, 
if any was needed. 
Minister 
Cooper 
said that when the Japanese 
asked 
permission to communicate with coun- 
sel, it would consent 
Mr. Kinney 
re- 
plied that the men had been, and were 
now locked up so that they could not 
communicate with any outside persons, 
and therefore could not reach counsel, 
or any one ejse. 
Minister Cooper then 
said that Mr. 
Kinney 
had 
formerly 
warned every 
one against 
Japanese 
immigration, 
but now he was taking 
the opposite stand, and was attempting 
to force them into the country against 
the 
wishes 
of the Government 
He 
questioned 
Mr. 
Kinney's 
motive 
in 
making his change. 
Mr. Kinney replied that his conduct 
was perfectly consistent: that he was 
as much opposed to indiscriminate 
im- - 
"migratIon 
as anyone, but he was not 
now tryinc, nor would he try to keep 
the Japanese out of the country, as the 
Minister was, by the misuse of the Ju- 
dicial powers. 
Minister 
Cooper 
then 
proceeded to 
contradict the allegations set up in the 
traverse. 
He characterized 
Mr. 
Kin- 
ney's argument as an assault upon the 
Government 
He denied any intention, 
or act of bad faith on his own part or 
on the part of the proper officers who 
had acted in this case. Mr. Kinney ob- 
jected to a specific denial, as the Min- 
ister was not on the stand and could 
not be 
cross-examine- d. 
He held that 
for the sake of argument 
the allega- 
tions were assumed to be true, and 
that the only question at issue was 
whether 
ox not the findings 
of the 
Deputy Collector, that the Immigrants 
were disqualified from landing, 
was 
conclusive and could not be reviewprf 
by the Court The Court ruled that ' 
was hardly proper orally to argue the 
question 
of the traverse. 
The Court 
sustained 
Mr. Kinney in his views. 
Minister Cooper then argued that the 
treaties which allowed counsel to those 
from other countries applied only to 
citizens, not to aliens, as were these 
men at quarantine. 
He said that the 
burden of proof was on them to shpw 
why they should be admitted. He cited 
American authority 
to show that un 
der the act of 1S91 the decision 
of the 
Inspector 
of Immigration 
was 
final 
He also quoted English cases showing 
that the mere possession of S50 did not 
insure entrance 
into a country, that 
the Inspectors had authority to prevent 
them from entering If they were unde 
sirable immigrants 
or aliens. 
Mr. W. R. Castle followed 
Minister 
Cooper. 
He said that there were two 
propositions before the Court One was 


-- the finality of the inspector's decision, 
and the other whether or not the Court 
is bound by treaties with other nations. 
He thought that only in the case of 
fraud could the Court review the decis 
ion of the inspector. 
"With this excep 
tlon the Court could not go behind the 
return. 
He pointed out that the de 
cisions cited by the petitioners' counsel 
were made in the United States prior 
to the last immigration 
law of 1S91; 
that since that law was passed, the 
Courts held that Congress had given 
the determination 
of the immigrants 
qualifications entirely to an executive 
officer. The Hawaiian law was similar 
to the American law. 
He cited, also, 
the decision of the Supreme .Court of 
theTJnlted States that Congress has the 
power to override treaties. 
If the Leg 
islature power of Hawaii had passed 
a 
law 
overriding 
the treatry 
with 


i 


Japan, it found the best precedent in 
the example of the United States. 
Mr. Ballou followed, 
citing authori- 
ties, on the point of an attorney's right 
to petition for the writ of habeas cor- 
pus. 
Mr. Magoon, 
also, made a brief 
argument 
Some discussion took place 
regarding 
the effect 
of the discussion 
of the Court on the status of the pro- 
ceedings. 
The-Cou- 
rt 
said it would de- 
cide the principles involved, and then 
apply the principles in detail to the 
case. 
The Court then adjourned to 10 
o'clock today. 


(From Wednesday's Dally.) 


The Supreme Court handed down a 
decision yesterday morning in the case 
of Taku 
et al., 
free 
laborers. 
The 
Court room was crowded at 10 o'clock, 
when the Court 
convened, and 
the 
Interest was intense. The decision dis- 
missed the petition in both cases and 
remanded the petitioners. 
The opinion is prefaced by the 
in- 
corporation 
of the petition, signed by 
S. 
M. Ballou, to the 
effect that the 
petitioners 'were qualified 
to enter and 
locate in Hawaii under the treaty now 
existing between the Emperor of Japan 
and the Republic of Hawaii. 
The 
pe- 
titioners 
represented 
that 
they 
had 
bona fide possession of not less than 
$50; that upon their arrival they were 
severally examined by a duly author- 
ized 
inspector. 
They further 
allege 
that ever since their arrival they had 
been unjustly restrained 
and deprived 
of their several liberties, which they 
were entitled to enjoy under the 
ex- 
isting treaty 
between Japan 
and 
Ha- 
waii; that the Collector General threat- 
ens to deport 
them 
to Japan. 
The 
usual prayer is added. 
The opinion is as follows: "The 
re- 
turn made by the Collector General of 
Customs, among other things, alleges 
that 'it does not appear on the peti- 
tion that S. M. Ballou had any 
au- 
thority 
to petition for any of the said 
petitioners for whom a writ of habeas 
corpus bad been asked.' 
The traverse 
to the return, also signed by Mr. 
Bal- 
lou, alleges that 'all access to said 
pe- 
titioners and all communication from 
them being purposely shut off by 
re- 
spondent, no direct authorization 
from 
them was possible, but that S. M. Bal- 
lou being retained with W. A. Kinney 
by friends of the petitioners on shore 
to bring this suit, has assumed to act 
in their behalf as aforesaid in accord- 
ance with law.' 
"It will be seen that the petitioners 
are the Japanese immigrants 
in ques- 
tion, and 
ve 
they 
do not sign nor 
swear to the petition. If the petition Is 
Intended to be Mr. Ballou's on behalf 
of the Japsrose who are alleged to he 
restrained 
of their liberty, he should 
have made himself the petitioner. 
Our 
statute allows a petition for the Issu- 
ance of a writ of habeas corpus to he 
'signed by the party for whose relief 
It was intended or by some person in 
his behalf 
So far as we know the 
authority of the person to make a pe- 
tition in behalf of a party alleged to 
be In restraint has never been 
ques- 
tioned or demanded to be known. By 
the common 
law a mere stranger had 
no right to come into Court and ask 
that a party 
who makes no affidavit 
and 
who 
is not suggested to be 
so 
coerced 
as to be incapable 
of making 
one, may be brought upon habeas cor- 
pus. But it Is enough that the appli- 
cation by whomsever presented shows 
probable 
ground to suspect that the 
person In whose 
behalf It Is made Is 
suffering an Involuntary and wrongful 
restraint or imprisonment. 
No legal 
relation 
Is now held to be necessary 
between the prisoner and the appli- 
cant for the writ. 
This 
Is the view 
laid down by Hurd on Habeas Corpus, 
p. 
211. 
"The failure to state the fact that 
the person for whom 
relief Is sought. 
Is under disability through coercion to 
make 
or 
authorize 
the 
application, 
would 
not be sufficient 
ground, after 
the issuance of the writ, upon which. 
to dismiss 
the writ or remand 
the 
party alleged 
to 
be 
wrongfully 
re 
strained, yet it is desirable to put this 
allegation 
in the petition. 
The writ 
having 
issued, 
the 
presumption 
Is 
that 
the 
Justice 
was 
satisfied 
that 
either the application was authorized, 
or that there was reasonable 
ground 
to suspect Ihnt the persons In whoe 
behalf the application was made were 
suffering 
involuntary 
and 
wrongful 
restraint" 
The return of the Collector General 
of Customs then follows. This return 
shows that the petitioners 
were na 
tives of Japan 
and aliens; that upon 
their 
arrival 
In Honolulu they were 
removed to the quarantine station and 
there subjected to an examination 
by 
the Deputy Collector General of 
Cus- 
toms to ascertain 
their qualifications 
for entering this country. 
It was 
de- 
cided thit '"l the petitioners were not 
enHMed 
"and, 
because they 
were 
H"n! "id 'ipVpri the necessary 
quali-"joT- ur 
rpirprt hv iw for landing. 
' 
was then 
Hpot.ied 
that they should 
v 
held to ""sit tb 
return of the 
steamer that they mieht be deported. 
The decision of the Court continues: 
"A lenjrthy traversp 
t 'li 
return was 
resented 
for tbe petitioners 
by 
Mr. 
Ballou 
--vK',"i"bstantially denies that 
any leaV-- 
examination 
of 
the ric",t o 
rce Japanese to land was 
made ty the Deputy Collector or that 
any legal decision thereon was made. 
It is calmed 
in argument 
that the 
Court 
sh-- dd 
inquire into the proceed- 
ings, in order to ascertain if the sta- 
tute relating to the landing 
of aliens 
in the Hawaiian Islands (Act 66 of the 
Laws 
of 
1894) 
was 
complied 
with. 
Counsel urge that the decision alleged 
in the return is notfinal, 
because It 
was not communicated to these Jap- 
anese, 
ar-f-l 
therefore they have had no 
opportunity to appeal therefrom to the 
Collector General as by the statute al- 
lowed. 
They aUo claim that the decis 
ion Is not binding, because no oppor 
tunity was allowed these Japanese of 
consulflpc counsel, and that this was 
In deroptlpn of their rights under the 
treaty nf Hawaii with Japan, 
which 
provides thst Japanese 
subjects 'may 
remain 
and 
reside in the Hawaiian 
Islands, enjoying at all times the same 
privileges is 
"av be granted 
to the 
citizen t cT.vi'prts of any other na 
tion.' 
ot-- 
nf wWrh privileges is, as set 
forth 
in 
- 
treaty with 
Spain, for 
instance 
'"t 'they 
shall 
have free 
and easv r,'",-- 5 
to the Courts of Jus- 
tice in the 
and defense of their 
rights, 
' 
"very instance and degree of 
jurisdiction 
established 
by the laws 
and 'shall 
be at liberty, 
under 
any 
circumstance 
to employ lawyers, 
ad- 
vocates or agents from any class whom 


they may see fit to authorize or act In 
their name.' 
"These treaty provisions, as It seems 
to us. do not require that aliens be al- 
lowed counsel in cases of examination 
under the immigration act in question, 
for the reason that they refer only to 
wrsons while resident In the Hawaiian 
Islands, and not to those who, like the 
aliens In question, have not yet land- 
ed in these Islands, and also for the 
reason that these treaty provisions 
ap- 
ply only to judicial 
proceedings. 
As 
we shall see later on, the proceedings 
under the Act in question to be 
con- 
ducted by the Deputy Collector, are of 
an executive and not judicial nature. 
It is not contended here that the Act 
In 
question 
is in 
conflict with 
the 
treaty with Japan, this Act making no 
discrimination, 
between 
subjects 
of 
other countries. 
"There being nothing in the trerty 
to invalidate the Act itself, or the 
ac- 
tion taken by the Deputy Collector, it 
remains to consider whether the stat- 
ute has been complied with. Upon his 
Doint we are greatly assisted 
by "he 
decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, made under an Act of 
Congress, passed 
on 
March 
3, 
1S91, 
from which our statute was for the 
most part 
taken. 
Both 
statutes 
ex- 
clude certain 
classes 
of undesirable 
persons, and confer upon certain 
officers the dntv of Inspecting 
all alien passengers and deciding upon 
their nbht to lana in tne resprcme 
countries, that Is, the authority to pass 
upon the question whether 
they are 
within the prohibition." 
The 
Court 
then 
quotes at 
length 
fmm 
the 
dpclsions 
of 
the 
United 
States Court in which it has been de 
cided 
that Congress gave a 
discre- 
tionary power to an officer, to be ex- 
ercised 
by 
him 
upon 
his 
own 
opinion of certain 
facts," and "he is 
made sole and exclusive, judge of the 
existence of those facts, and no other 
tribunal, 
unless 
expressly 
authorized 
by law to do so, is at liberty 
to 
re-.- .. 
i.,n 
r,r-- enntrnvprt the 
sufficiency 
of the evidence on which he acted." 
Under these decisions "the proper 
in- 
spection officers are required to go on 
i..,,.i 
oT,r- - 
vpokpI 
hrlntrine 
alien im 
migrants "and to inspectand 
examine 
them, ana may ior mis yuiijuac itw.v. 
and detain them on shore without such 
removal being considered a landing, 
and shall have power to auuiuyaici 
ov,c 
onrt tn tnfce and consider testi 
mony' touching the right of such aliens 
to enter the United States." 
The Court, in its decision, sums up 
hP decisions of the United States Su 
preme Court as follows: 
"When the law has 
confided 
to a 
special tribunal the authority 
to hear 
and determine certain 
matters 
in the 
course 
of its duties, 
tne decision ui 
that tribunal 
within the scope 
of its 
authority 
is conclusive upon all 
oth-cr- s. 


"It 
is contended that the decision 
of the Deputy Collector of Customs Is 
not 
final 
because not announced 
to 
the petitioners, 
so that they might ap- 
peal. 
Having held that the decision 
r.,: 
n.imii thpm 
to land is an 
executive function, formal notice of the 
decision 
to the petitioners 
is uul 
es- 
sential to Its validity. 
We as a Court 
do not 
know 
whether 
the decision 
may not have been announced to them 
bv "this time. The failure to announce 
the decision is not ground to discharge 
them from the rebtralnt 
they are un- 
dergoing. 
"In a case, In re Chin "iuen Sing, a 
United States Circuit Judge held that 
the Act of 1S91 'left nothing for the 
Court to inquire into, save only wheth- 
er petitioner 
is an alien and whether 
the Collector has made a decision. 
On 
this latter point, the return. 
In which 
he states that he has decided 
adverse- 
ly to admission, is conclusive. Even If 
he had not so decided 
when the writ 
was applied for, the signing of such a 
return 
is itself a decision.' 
The opin- 
ion of the Deputy Collector cannot be 
Inquired into by this Court." 
Mr 
W. R. Castle then moved that 
both 'petitions be dismissed 
and the 
petitioners be remanded to the Collect- 
or General. The Court so ordered.

Meeting Was Orderly in 
Every Particular. 


Another Investigation Being Made. 


- 
I Consul General Shlmamura 
Makes Demand. 


The result of the deliberations of the 
justices 
of the Supreme Court yester- 
day remanding 
the- - Japanese 
back to 
the Collector General 
was not a sur- 
prise to those who were familiar with 
the case and the determination 
with 
which the officials were working. 
The report of the justices 
flew over 
the city like wild fire and the people 
wondered what was coming next. 
By 
an understanding 
between 
Ministers 
Cooper 
and Shlmamura 
those gentle- 
men accompanied by their secretaries. 
Marshal Brown and Interpreter 
C. A. 
Doyle and a representative 
of the 
er 
were taken to quarantine 
In 
the Foreign 
Office boat. 
On 
arrival 
the party was met by the police guards. 
Minister Cooper began an 
investiga- 
tion into the individual 
cases of the 
men and women at the station. Among 
the lot he found thirty who were here 
under contracts for service with Theo. 
H. Daries 
& Co. 
Another 
case was 
that of a man and wife who had lived 
here for two years and then returned 
to Japan. 
Minister Cooper 
believed 
they were eligible after learning' that 
they were to go back to Paauhau 
plan- 
tation. 
The Minister conducted his investi- 
gation 
privately 
in the 
fumigating 
house and as he did not conSplete it 
before dark 
he left with the under- 
standing that it would be renewed to 
day. 
At 3 p. m., Consul General Shl-- 
roaura, 
through 
his 
attorney. 
A- - a. 
Humphries, made a demand updn the 
minister 
for an investigation 
on his 
part, 
to begin as soon as 
Minister 
Cooper had finished. 
"Whether this re 
quest will be granted 
or not will be 
known this morning as Minister Cooper 
has the matter under 
consideration. 
In speaking of the release of thirty 
Japanese 
from 
quarantine 
yesterday 


. afternoon, 
Mr. 
Kinney 
said- - 
"The 
Kobe Immigration 
Company had an 
approved contract for that number of 
laborers and they were given permis 
sion to select them from those at the 
station. 
The release had nothing 
to 
do with 
the case tried 
in 
courts- 
I 
know nothing further of the case and 
my connection with it ended in the 
court except that I will defend Messrs. 
Gallagher and Shimizu in the Police 
Court. 
As to what may be done 'after 
this I do not know. The Supreme Court 
has rendered a decision and that Is the 
court of last resort." 
"While the officials 
were ,at quaran 
tine 
station, 
the Japanese 
were not 
idle. 
Word was sent 
to clubs and 
clans throughout 
the city announcing 
a mass meeting to be held at the hall 
over Luce's auction rooms at Fort and 
Queen. 
Long before the hour hundreds of lit 
tle brown men flocked to the building 
and crowded 'it from mauka to makal 
walls. 
A sprinkling of white citizens 
were present and found places where 
thev 
could. 
Interpreter 
Doyle 
fixed 
himself comfortably 
in a window 
so 
as to be easy of exit and a reporter 
for the Advertiser sat with him for the 
same purpose. 
To get this point of vantage 
they 
had to walk on the narrow projection 
afcoye the windows of' he first fluor, 
holding on the similar projection abore 
where they walked. The feeling of ne 
Japanese was in rather a high tension 
and 
great 
interest 
was paid to the 
various speakers. 
One young man In 
addressing the audience said; 
"This Is the first time we have been 
treated with the ignominy that charac- 
terizes treatment today. 
I am 
per- 
fectly willing to give up my life for 
those people over 
in? the .quarantine 
station 
and if It is necessary, I am 
ready at any moment. 
(A drink 
of 
water was then taken, and the haran- 
gue continued). 
"When a man comes 
here he comes 
under the treaty and 
with the same rights as every one else 
"We have brought the country to what 
i 
Is, we own it and we have a right 
here. 
If we commit an offense in our 
own country we get justice but here 
we are left to the decision of the co- 
llector of the port 
These people here 
say they are going to send the Japa- 
nese at the station 
back 
to Japan. 
Are we going to let them go or not? 
"We must stick to one another and help 
one another 
out in this grave matter 
and we will. 
(Great applause). 
Mr. Shlozawa followed: 
"I am not 
much of a speaker, and I apologize for 
my defects. Last time we had a meet- 
ing 'I apologized to you because the 
matter was in the hands of the Court 
and we could not well say anrthing. I 
thought at that time that we would 
not be decided against, but we have 
"been, and now is our time to act 
"We 
are here to decide what we will do. 
(Then 
followed 
a history 
of the 
ar- 
rival of the 
Shinshlu-Mar- 
u 
and subse- 
quent events.) 
A lot of us went out 
to see our friends aboard, but we were 
not allowed even to go alongside the 
steamer." "We couldn't even stand on 
the wharf. 
I had been promised from 
day to day that after the regular and 
added quarantine 
for the disease of 
German measles, the Japanese 
would 
be let out. 
Then it was hatched 
up 
that they must have $50. Because they 
told the truth and said that they got 
the money from their fathers, 
they 
were rejected. 
The steamer's 
captain 
applied for clearance papers and was 
promised that they would be forthcom- 
ing after the, investigation. 
Then we 
were told all the Japanese had to get 
out of the country. I'was denied all 


communication 
whatsoever 
with 
the 
Japanese at the station. 
K. Funiya, 
who acted as secretary 
made a few remarks, 
in which 
he 
said: 
"I have made an effort to 
as- 
certain the cause of the trouble. 
Civ- 
ilization tends to bring great good to a 
great number, but with this 
civiliza- 
tion comes the struggle for existence. 
In Hawaii, Japan 
Is being discrimin- 
ated against First, by increasing the 
duty on sake to a point that it Is prac- 
tically prohibitory, 
and now the Gov- 
ernment desires to exclude usfrom the 
hshores of Hawaii. 
The white races in 
the world are arrayed against the yel- 
low races. 
Take the "United States as 
an example: 
"When 
railroads 
were to 
be built, China was importuned to send 
her subjects to California to help out 
the promoters. But when the Interests 
of 
the 
Chinese 
conflicted 
with 
the 
whites an exclusion act was passed. 
"When the planters 
of Hawaii wanted 
laborers in 1SSC the Labor Convention 
was 
effectually 
negqtiated, 
and 
our 
people came here. 
Now our colony has 
grown and our interests 
conflict 
with 
those of white residents 
This action 
of the Government is a step toward 
exclusion." 
Mr. 
"Watenabe, 
of 
the 
Hiroshimo 
Immigration Company, suggested that 
the only course left for the Japanese 
in Hawaii was to appeal to the home 
Government 
The laws of this 
coun- 
try must 
be obeyed, 
and as justice 
could not be secured here the Govern- 
ment of Japan would protect Its sub- 
jects. 
Mr. Takezawa 
addressed 
the 
audi- 
ence 
and 
cautioned 
those 
present 
against acts of violence. 
He said he 
had a deep interest 
in the matter, as 
deep as any one, but quiet must reign 
among Japanese 
citizens. 
He would 
present a resolution, which he hoped 
would be adopted. As the speaker read, 
he reviewed each 
clause 
separately, 
and explained it to the people present. 
Following is the interpretation: 
"Whereas, "We cannot find right rea- 
son for the action of the Government 
of Hawaii in refusing 
to permit 
the 
immigrants 
from the 
Shinshiu-Mar- 
u 
to land here, and 
"Whereas, According to the decision 
of the Supreme 
Court, the Japanese 
citizens of Hawaii are denied the pro- 
tection of the law In their individual 
rights, and 
"Whereas, 
This action 
of the Gov- 
ernment 
of the Republic 
of 
Hawaii 
is in contravention of the 'most favored 
nation clause' in Its treaty with Japan, 
and 
"Whereas, 
"We consider that this 
ac- 
tion establishes a precedent for all fu- 
ture cases; therefore, 
be It 
"Resolved, That the Japanese 
resi 
dents 
in 
Honolulu 
communicate 
through 
-- their Consul with the Gov 
ernment of Japan, stating the facts of 
the case and abide by the decision of 
the officials in Tokio." 
The resolution was adopted by the 
audience, and the following 
commit- 
tee appointed to prepare, it for trans- 
mission to Japan:

Article it. i ne subjects of each of the 
two high contracting 
parties, 
respect- 
ively, shall have the liberty freely and 
securely to come with their ships and 
cargoes to all places, ports and rivers 
in the territories 
of the other, where 
trade with other nations is permitted: 
they may remain 
and reside 
in any 
such pons and places respectively, and 
nire anp occupy 
houses 
and 
ware- 
houses, and may trade in all kinds of 
produce, manufactures 
and 
merchan- 
dise of lawful commerce, enjoying at 
all times the same privileges as mav 
have been or may hereafter be granted 
to 
or subjects of any other 
nation, paying 
at-a- ll 
times such duties 
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and taxes as may be exacted from the 
citizens or subjects 
of other nations 
doing business or residing within the 
territories 
of each of the high contract- 
ing parties. 
Article in. Each 
of the high 
con 
tracting parties 
shall have the right 
to appoint. 
If It shall 
seem 
good 
to 
them, a Diplomatic Agent, who shall 
reside at the seat of the Government 
of the respective countries, and 
Con- 
suls and Consular Agents, who shall 
reside in the ports or'places within the 
territories 
of the other 
where trade 
with other nations is permitted. 
The 
Diplomatic Agents and Consuls of each 
of the high contracting 
parties 
shall 
exercise all the authority and jurisdic- 
tion, and shall enjoy within the 
ter- 
ritories of the other all the rights and 
privileges, exemptions and immunities 
which now appertain or may hereafter 
appertain to Agents of the same rank 
of the most favored nations. 
Article 
IV. It 
is hereby 
stipulated 
that the Hawaiian Government and its 
subjects, upon like terms and 
condi- 
tions, will be allowed free and equal 
participation 
in all privileges, 
immu- 
nities and advantages that may have 
been or may hereafter 
be granted 
by 
His Majesty the Tenno 
of Japan, 
to 
the Government, citizens 
or subjects 
of any other nation. 
Article V. The Japanese Government 
will 
place 
no 
restrictions 
whatever 
upon 
the 
employment 
by Hawaiian 
subjects of Japanese 
n any lawful 
ca- 
pacity. 
Japanese in the employ of foreigners 
may obtain Government passports 
to 
go abroad, on application to the Gov- 
ernor of any open port 
Article VI. It is hereby agreed that 
such revision of this Treaty, on giving 
six months previous notice to either of 
the high contracting 
parties, 
may be 
made by mutual agreement, as experi 
ence shall prove necessary.. 
Article VII. The present Treaty shall 
be ratified by His Majesty the King of 
the Hawaiian Islands, and by His Inv 
perial Majesty the Tenno. and the rati 
ficatlons exchanged at Yeddo, the same 
aay as the date or this Treaty, 
and 
shall go into effect immediately after 
the date of such exchange of ratiflca 
tions. 
In token whereof the respective Plen 
ipotentiaries 
have signed this Treaty.

DECISIONS 
HANDED DOWN. 


Two Important 
Decisions 
From 
the Higher Court. 
The full Bench of the Supreme Court 
handed 
down a decision yesterday 
In 
the case of "William C. "Weedon vs. Eli 
zabeth B. waterhouse, executrix of the 
will 
of J. 
T. waterhouse. 
deceased 
overruling 
the exception to the order 
ot the Circuit Court First Circuit, sus 
taining 
the 
demurrer 
and 
ordering 
juugment lor defendant. 
me case, reviewed, 
is this: 
J. T. 
Waterhouse entered into a contract on 
June 4, 1895, with William C. Weedon 
to pay him a salary 
of ?200 a month 
and a bonus of $300 at the end pf each 
year for three years. They both agreed 
that if a change was brought about in 
the 
business, 
provisions 
should 
be 
made for the protection of plaintiff's 
interests. 
Mr. 
Weedon accepted 
the 
conuitions and served under it until 
the death of Mr. Waterhouse. on March 
2, 1S9G, and served the defendant ex 
ecutrix of the will until July 1, 1896. 
Mrs: Waterhouse 
then 
sold "the busi 
ness and disclaimed all responsibility 
under 
the" arrangement 
made by her 
nusuand. 
The plaintiff entered a complaint for 
tne recovery or the balance due him, 
as he claimed, from the selling of the 
business 
until, the expiration 
of the 
three years' agreement. 
The defend 
ant demurred to the complaint on the 
ground that the declaration 
did not 
show sufficient cause for action; that 
the declaration 
showed no breach 
of 
the 
agreement; 
that the declaration 
was ambiguous. 
The demurrer 
was. 
by consent of the plaintiff,Nreserving 
his right to make exceptions.sustalned, 
and judgment 
was rendered 
for the 
defendant and bill of exceptions filed 
and allowed. 
The full Bench of the Supreme Court 
ruled that the contract terminated at 
the death of the employer; that dur- 
ing his lifetime there was no breach of 
contract, and that the obligation In the 
contract does not survive to the repre- 
sentative 
of the 
deceased 
employer. 
The "changes 
In the business" meant 
to be brought about during the 
life- 
time of the employer, therefore there 
was no breach of contract 
The Court 
therefore handed down its opinion. 
In the case of A. Feek vs. Oahu Rail- 
way and Land Company, 
Judge Perry 
of the Circuit Court, handed down a 
decision 
on 
the 
demurrer. 
Feek 
claimed that the $7,000, promised him 
by the defendant on certain conditions. 
had not been paid, although time had 
elapsed for carrying out those 
condi- 
tions. 
One of the conditions was that 
the line should 
be extended 
beyond 
Waianae. 
The defendant had. it was 
claimed, refused to comply with those 
conditions. 
The demurrer states that the prom 
ise of payment 
was-mad- 
e 
on the con 
tingency, 
and the occurrence of the 
contingency was not stated. 
The contention of the plaintiff was 
that this contingent 
agreement 
must 
be held as an absolute contract to ex 
tend the road. Counsel for the- - plaintiff 
cited cases to support their position. 
The court decided that to hold that 
the defendant had covenanted to extend 
Its line would be adding to an agree- 
ment a provision not intended. 
The 
Court therefore sustained 
the demur 
rer. 
o

vestigate as He Wishes No 
BanP.uton HlsWork. 


The investigation 
into the individ- 
ual cases of the Japanese was continued 
personally by Minister Cooper and Co- 
llector General Castle yesterday. 
Ches- 
ter 
A-- Doyle officiated 
as interpreter. 
Mr. Igarashl, Japanese 
inspector was 
also present at the request of Minister 
Cooper. 
B. L. Marx, Stenograph took 
down the testimony. 
Consul 
General Shimamura and his 
secretary 
were present 
during 
the 
morning session 'but in the afternoon 
they withdrew and, together with the 
representatives 
of several immigration 
companies, investigated on his own 
ac- 
count. 
This was agreeable to Minister 
Cooper who informed the Consul that 
he was liberty to investigate privately 
or publicly and 
in any 
manner 
he 
wished. 
This 
Is a refutation 
of a 
statement 
published that Mr. Shima- 
mura 
declined 
to investigate 
on the 
terms imposed by Minister Cooper. 
When 
Minister 
Cooper, 
Collector 
General Castle and party left in the 
afternoon. 
Consul 
Shimamura 
was 
still questioning 
the Japanese. 
The 
investigation 
on the part of the Gov- 
ernment is conducted in a careful man- 
ner and slowly; not more than thirty 
were 
examined 
during the day. 
At 
the present rate it is not thought that 
the investigation 
can be finished 
be- 
fore Sunday. 
About 
11 
o'clock 
yesterday 
while 
one of the immigrants was being ques- 
tioned, Officer Toma entered the room 
and 
announced 
that there 
was one 
more Japanese at the station than the 
tally sheet called for. 
Dr. Kobayashi, 
who was present immediately Jeft the 
room and Tisited the quarters." It was 
a brand 
new girl baby born a few 
minutes before. 
The mother and child 
were removed at once to the hospital 
and attended 
by the physician. 
As 
the parents are Japanese and the child 
was born on what is, to a degree. Ha- 
waiian soil and yet under the immi- 
gration 
laws it is no soil at all. and 
she was bora under the quarantine 
flap, Chester Doyle is in a quandery 
to know what nationality the little tot 
raay betoag to. 
Mother and babe are 
doing well regardless of these difficul- 
ties. 
At 93 this morning. Minister Coop- 
er and his party will begin their day's 
work at the station and will remain 
through the day. 
There was considerable talk on the 
streets 
regarding 
the outcome of the 
investigation. 
One 
gentitman, 
who 
eJaiaMd to. have a straight 
Up, offered 
to wger 
$109, even money, thct not 
one of the Japanese now in quarantine 
woaid be forced to go back. The 
opin-io-a 
generally 
expressed 
was to this 
suae effect: not because the Japanese 
would resist 
any attempt 
to deport 
them, hat because the Government is 
iaclined 
to act 
in a manner 
which 
practically reverses the decision of the 
Govt. 
What 
foundation 
there 
is for the 
ruaor cannot be found; it is doubtful 
if there 
Is any. and conservative men 
are iacUned to take the rumor as chaff. 
Two stanch supporters of the Govern-me- at 
were talking 
over the situation 
yesterday 
afternoon. 
Said 
one 
of 
them: 
"These 
almost 
daily 
investigations 
into the stains of the immigrants 
is 
becoming- painful, and shows weakness 
on the part of the Government. If the 
men are here Illegally (and the 
Su- 
preme Court decides that they are, by 
remanding them over to the Collector 
General), 
then 
they 
should 
be sent 
back. 
I am not in favor of excluding 
from Hawaii any one who has a lecal 
right to come here, but I believe the 
Government should take prompt and 
decisive steps to keep out 560 Japanese 
who are brought here without possess 
ing the right. 
The public does not, 
consider that these people- - are entitled 
to the privilege because they have not 
complied with the law. If the Govern' 
eminent will use Us prerogative in this 
instance, sad return the rejected men 
it will retain its friends 
" 
"And." said the other, "if the decis 
ion of the Supreme Court, which gives 
the Government the right to act, is re 
versed 
by the Government 
itself, I 
would be in favor of having the entire 
National Guard act Not to act at this 
time would show that the Government 
has no respect for Itself or the wishes 
of the people who support if 
This shows the thoughts of a num 
ber of the citizens. 
Men of a certain 
political 
faith 
say the Japanese 
are 
being badly treated, and they should 
be allowed to land, bat it is a strange 
fart that these same men are the ones 
who are damning the old Government 
and the planters 
for bringing 
to the 
Islands a class of citizens 
who, 
y 
low wages, have 
thrown 
Hawallans 
and men of almost every other na 
tionality out of employment. 
"If the Japanese are more desirable 
citizens and stronger supporters of the 
government than other classes in the 
Islands, 
let 
them 
stay. 
Hawallans 
have been thrown out of employment 
by them, and the Portuguese," said an 
other 
anti-Japane- se 
citizen, "stonema- 
sons have 
felt-thei- r 
influence. The Jap- 
anese are a fine thing for the master 
stonemasons, wto use them 
because 
they" will work for 75 cents a dav.

One of Steamer "WnlnlcalcV Boats 


Cnp.-.i.w-d 
at Kilaucn. 
By the James Makee yesterday 
morn- 
ing came the news of what might have 
been a very disastrous accident at Kl 
lauea early Tuesday morning In which 
Captain Parker, 
Purser 
Henry Crane 
and five of the native float boys of the 
steamer 
Waialenle, were 
concerned, 
Captain Tullett 
of the James 
Makee 
tells the following story of the Inci 
dent: 
'The steamer Waialeale was at Kl 
lauea on Tuesday morning. The winds 
was 
blowing hard 
and the sea was 
very rough. At about 5:30 o'clock. 
Cap- 
tain Parker, Purser Crane and five boat 
boys put off for shore in a boat laden 
with 
freight 
for 
Kilauea. 
Upon 
drawing close to the landing, an 
im- 
mense wave came along and spread 
over the top of the boat like a great 
arch. 
The boat boys jumped for their 
lives but 
Parker and 
Crane 
were 
caught. 
The boat was dashed away 
upon the rocks and smashed to pieces 
while the two men were battling with 
the waves. 
The natives 
had already 
reached, shore Crane cannot swim well 
and 
Parker 
went 
to 
his 
assistance. 
aiding him to the rocks. 
Hevhimself 
was swept out again and it was quite 
a while 
before he was able to get 
ashore. 
"In the meantime First Officer Mit 
chell was becoming very uneasy as the 
Captain s boat 
had 
failed 
to return 
after ample time. Putting some freight 
into the other beat he was about to 
lower it to go ashore when he saw 
something floating close by the steam 
er's side. 
This proved to be one of 
the mail tags taken in the first boat. 
Mitchell thought 
better of going and 
waited until 
t was light enough 
to 
see. 
Then 
he spied Captain 
Parker, 
Purser Crane and the boat boys on the 
bluff near to the 
landing. 
Parker 
cried 
out for Mitchell 
to 
take 
the 
steamer tc Kal hiwai, a place "about 
three miles distant from Kilauea. Hero 
the men were taken aboard ship and 
the "Waialeale put back to Kilauea. 
"On Wednesday 
morning 
Captain 
Parker 
took the remaining 
bo?t and 
tried 
again 
to 
make 
shore but he 
struck the same luck. 
Before he knew 
it his boat was swamped but he soon 
had things righted again. 
In this last 
accident a box, supposed to contain a 
lot 
of dental 
instruments 
belonging 
to Dr. George Huddy, was lost. 
"Crane was hurt but not badly. He 
may consider himself lucky that 
no- 
thing worse than a badly scratched 
leg fell to his lot 
None of the other 
men were hurt"
